Moving of the railway sta­ 
tion away from the center 
of Arlington Heights is a 
feature 
of 
two 
alternate 
plans 
f o r downtown 
re­ 
development proposed to the 
village board Tuesday. 


THE STATION would be mov­ 
ed to a new site opposite Belmont 
ave., three blocks southeast of 
its present location. In making 
the 
suggestion, 
representatives 
of the planning firm of Evert 
Kincaid and Associates also call­ 
ed for construction of large com­ 
muter parking facilities. 
Another proposal of both plans, 
termed X and Y, is construction 
of an underpass at the railway 
crossing at State rd. and North­ 
west hwy. 
Planners John Lunsman and 
M. Eugene Baughman said that 
one of the plans is designed to 
allow’ pedestrian traffic to flov 
ouickly and easily through boti) 
north and south side business 


areas while the other plan would 
allow* greater circulation of autos 
on downtown streets.

THE PEDESTRIAN plan, plan 
Y, proposes that Campbell st. 
be converted into a grassy mall 
between Vail and Evergreen sts. 
and that Bunton st. from Rail­ 
road park to Sigwalt also be 
turned into a pedestrian mall. 
The pedestrian plan calls for 
similar malls in the north side 
business district and for construc­ 
tion of shopper parking lots a- 
round the edges of both north and 
south malls. 
Plan X differs from plan Y 
mainly in its lack of malls. 
The Kincaid proposals for re­ 
placing streets with green malls, 
a la Old Orchard shopping cen­ 
ter, is not new to Arlington 
Heights. The first master plan 
drawn for the village in 1952 also 
suggested conversion of Camp­ 
bell st. to a mall. Opposition to 
.he idea was a principal reason 
for the failure of the village to 
Adopt the master plan, drafted by 


Stanton and Rockwell. 
In reviewing progress on the 
current master- plan, which has 
been in the works for more than 
a year. the Kincaid representa­ 
tives told the village board and 
plan commissions the time has 
come “to start actual planning.”

THE INITIAL fact-gathering 
phase of the study is completed 
and now the village must deter­ 
mine “where it wants the new vil­ 
lage hall, the new* stores and the 
like,’’ declared Baughman.

Major questions on which the 
village must make policies in the 
near future are, according to 
! Baughman: 
How the thoroughfare plan 
will be related to the downtown 
business district; 
Which major highway and traf­ 
fic relief facilities should be a- 
dopted: 
Relocation of railway depot and 
future of Railway park. 
Adoption of a comprehensive 
zoning code.

The device has been in use 
less than two weeks and al­ 
ready its detection ability is 
becoming widely respected.

POLICE CHIEF L. W. Calder- 
wood said 30 speeders were spot­ 
ted by radar during the first 
week the new device was in use. 
However, he was reluctant to 
base the success of the machine 
on the number of speeders

spots. 
"When people know’ we have 
the radar detection device and 
are using it in all parts of the 
village they Kill be more care­ 
ful,” the chief explained. 
"The first few weeks of opera­ 
tion have been devoted to ac­ 
quainting the people of Arlington 
Heights with the set and how it 
works. Some have seen arrests 
made. Others have been caught 
by the radar's eye. 
"It s not our intention to make 
wholesale arrests. We will not 
strive for that,” the chief em­ 
phasized

IN THE PAST the police de­ 
partment has been deluged with 
calls that speeders were run­ 
ning rampant in particular sec­ 
tions of town. 
These complaints have been 
checked, Calderwood explained. 
Oftentimes the 
speeders

caught. 
“Now that w*p have the radar. 
we can set up shop in any part 
of the village and. over a given 
period of time, gain control of 
the traffic," Calderwood explain­ 
ed. 
In addition, the radar will af-1 
ford the police to check the ver­ 
acity of complaints. 
The new radar, which cost ap­ 
proximately $1,500 and replaces 
the old electric timing devices, 
has been used on Campbell, Sig- 
walt, Euclid, Kensington, Dryden, 
State rd., and North west high­ 
way.

A comprehensive study of 
the eventual pupil load that 
will face school district 25 in 
Arlington Heights has been 
prepared by a noted North­ 
western university authority. 
The report has been in the 
making since last January 
when the district’s board of 
education contracted with 
Dr. Jack Childress to pre­ 
pare the study. 
• 
• 
• 
DR. CHILDRESS, who is as­ 
sistant dean of the school of edu­ 
cation at Northwestern, has pre­ 
pared similar studies for many 
other- communities. He also pre­ 
pared a similar study for the 
Arlington high school district. 
Dr. Childress’ findings were re­ 
leased this week by Supt. Ralph 
Clabaugh who. with the board of 
education, must look into the fu­ 
ture and provide sufficient school 
facilities for the rapidly expand­ 
ing area. 
Dr. Childress’ report is called a 
"saturation study" and it deter­ 
mines the eventual pupil load in 
the school district. 
*

• 
THE FACTS are arrived at by 
determining the total number of 
lots in the district and then pre­ 
suming that single family dwell­ 
ings will be built on each lot. 
Dr. Childress has 
determined 
that w’hen each lot is full there 
could be a population of 45.003 in 
the district. 
However, the presumption that 
only single family dwellings will 
be, is conservative. Ifs possible 
several multiple unit could send 
the potential population closer to 
the 50,000 mark. 
Just when this potential will be 
reached is not contained in the 
preliminary report submitted by 
Dr. Childress. He now is pre­ 
paring an interpretation of the 
basic figures and will submit his 
findings to the school district ih 
a week.

DISTRICT M COVERS most of 
Arlington Heights and has six ele­ 
mentary and 
two junior 
high 
schools 
completed. 
The sixth 
grade school is Windsor which 
will open fw the first time this 
fall. 
The Childress report is broken 
down into six studies, based on 
the present location of each ele­ 
mentary school. 
The potential population of the 
Westgate school area, according 
to the report, is 6.886. At present 
there are 574 family units in the 
area; there are 408 vacant platted 
lots, and 830 potential lots in land 
that hasn’t been platted. 
The Park school area has a 
potential population of 10,936. The 


area has 1,368 family units at 
present, 828 platted lots and 682 
j potential lots. 
The Dryden school area has a 
possible population of 4,932. There 
are 720 family units, 453 vacant 
lots and 125 potential lots. 
The Ridge school section has a 
potential 
population 
of 
3,899. 
There are 734 family units. 290 
platted lots and two potential lots. 
The North school area has a 
potential 
population 
of 
9,937. 
There are 1,421 family units, 449 
platted lots and 745 possible lots. 
The Windsor-Miner school sec­ 
tion has a potential population of 
8,413 with 1,027 family units, 452 
vacant lots and 735 possible lots. 


THE CHILDRESS report ex­ 
plains that the potential popula­ 


tion w’as arrived at by using a 3.8 
multiplier. 
Thus, each family 
dwelling would house 3.8 people. 
Presumably, next week’s report 
will describe the makeup of the 
typical family, the 
number 
of 
children 
and their particular 
school age. 
It has been an accepted fact 
at Supt. Clabaugh’s office that the 
population load is at the kinder­ 
garten and first grade level. That 
fact presumably will be supported 
by Dr. Childress’ findings. 
If 45.003 is the eventual popula­ 
tion of the school district, that 
would be below the village’s even­ 
tual population. Certain sections 
of the village — like Virginia Ter­ 
race and Has brook and the poten­ 
tial lots in those areas — are not 
a part of school district 25.

High school district 214 won approval to purchase two 
tracts of land, totaling 106 acres, as future high school 
sites in the special election Saturday. 
Better than 60 per cent of those voting supported the 
purchase when the final tabulations were completed Mon­ 
day, but less than four per cent of the registered voters 
bothered to turn out. The!------------------------------------ 
official count: 739 for; 450 
against. 
Voting in the towns show­ 
ed: 
Wheeling, 53 for, 61 against; 
Arlington Heights, 273 for, 252 
against; Prospect Heights, 36 for, 
18 against; Mt. Prospect, 89 for, 
55 against; Rolling Meadows, 217 
for, 50 against; and Elk Grove 
Village, 71 for, 14 against. 
FINAL COUNT figures showed 
the proposal winning in all school 
district towns except Wheeling, 
where eight negative votes pre­ 
vailed. 
A total of 1,200 votes were 
cast (ll were spoiled) in the dis- 
trict-w’ide election. As of March 
I, 1958, registered voters in the 
high 
school 
district numbered 
over 30,000. 
KENNETH E. Dougmn, school 
board president, said Monday; 
“We are gratified the issue 
passed, but w’e are disappointed 
in the total size of the turnout. 
‘The reaulta did not reflect any 
great opposition, but a great a- 
mount of apathy.” 
The election allowed the dis­ 
trict to float a bond issue of 
$359,000, bids for which will be 
opened Sept. 3.

More than 500 trees were*pruned 
and 39 diseased trees 
removed

from Nels S. Johnson, a tree ex­ 
pert whose Evanston firm is do­ 
ing the work for the village on a 
contract basis.

In the

Violations on Highways 


The Illinois state highway de­ 
partment has discovered that the 
posting 
of 
higher 
maxim u m 
speed limits on certain Illinois 
highways has resulted in more 
proper driving compliance from 
motonsts. 
I 
Last year, the state legislature 
authorized a revision of speed 
limits on Illinois highways. Since 
that law became effective July, 
I, 1957, legal maximum speeds 
have been raised on a majority 
of the restricted speed zones on 
the Illinois highway system, 
• . • 
HARRY H. HARRISON, state 
traffic 
engineer, 
has 
revealed 
that approximately 70 per cent 
of all speed control zones 
on 
state highways, urban and rural, 
have been studied to date; of 
the zones studies. 60 per cent 
have been assigned new maxi­ 
mum limits. 


Harrison, who expects the en­ 
tire state highway system to have 
been studied by November I, 
said that increased speed limits 
have been authorized in 1,167 
zones. The speed limits w e r e 
lowered in 23 zones, the maxi­ 
mum was left unchanged in 619, 
and 94 new restricted s p e e d 
zones were created. 
Matthew C. Sielski. director of 
the Motor club’s safety and traf­ 
fic 
engineering 
departm t n t , 
points out that an increase in i 
posted 
speed 
limits 
does not j 
mean an increase in motoring • 
speed. Said Sielski: 
“ Safety 
engineering 
studies 
have shown that improper speed 
limits tend to breed disrespect I 
for the law. It is natural for the j 
motorist to proceed at the speed | 
he thinks is normally safe, and j 
therefore many will exceed ab- 
I normally low posted limits.'* 


THIS IS BORNE out by sur­ 
veys on highways affected 
by 
die higher speed limits. In 
a 
special study at 30 of the zones 
where the limit was raised, radar 
checks showed that before t h e 
change maximums were being 
violated by 63.3 per cent of pas­ 
senger cars drivers and 55.8 per 
cent of truck and bus drivers. 
After the new limits were post­ 
ed, 17.2 per cent of the passen­ 
ger cars and 12.3 per cent of 
die trucks and busses exceeded 
the higher limit. 
“This 
shows,** 
said 
Sielski, 
“that proper posting of s p e e d 
limits will get a more proper 
compliance from the dri v i n g 
public than improper signs. Con­ 
trary to public opinion, the post­ 
ing of improper speed limits does 
not necessarily lower the speed 
of drivers.”

Bloat Presents 
Danger to Cows 


Bloat in cattle is not a new 
problem, but the danger is 
al­ 
ways present, especially 
when 
pasturing legume crops. 
The history of bloat dates back 
to Biblical times and even now’, 
some 2.000 years later, compara­ 
tively little is known about 
its 
causes, prevention or treatment. 
However, there has been some 
progress in controlling bloat 
in 
more recent years. 
poir*s 
Jack Wamimont, owner of War- 
nimont Farm Supply. Roselle. 
“ There are two definite ave­ 
nues of approach to bloat preven­ 
tion.” Warnimont reports. 
“ One 
is the adoption of special man­ 
agement practices, and the sec­ 
ond is through the use of drugs 
or other chemicals fed either di­ 
rectly or in combination with oth­ 
er fekis.” 
Here are some 
management 
practices that are helpful in re­ 
ducing the incidence of bloat: 
(1) Pasture management: 
lf 
pastures can be maintained with 
no more than 50 per cent legumes, 
the chance of bloat is greatly re­ 
duced. 
(2) Feeding hay:

receive hay daily before going to

Disadvantages of integration to 
the processing plant are minor 
compared with the advantages, 
according to Wilbur Kalb, mana­ 
ger of Armour Creameries, Lin­ 
coln, 111. 
Kalb spoke today on a panel 
discussion of integration in th e 
poultry' industry' at the University 
of Illinois All-Industry 
Poultry 
Day.

iet hatchery man: and H. G. Hal- 
crow and J. R. Roush, University 
of Illinois farm economists.

At last the rain ceased long 
enough for us to combine our

demonstration 
plots. 
The 
data has not been summarized 
as yet but I can see from ob­ 
servation that there will be a 
difference of 35 bushels or more 
between the high and low yields. 
The varieties 
in these 
plots 
were all handled in the same 
way, relative to seed treatment, 
soil treatment, rate of planting, 
harvesting etc. 
The conclusion is that some 
varieties yield much better than 
others. What we would like to 
find out by the demonstrat i o n 
plots is which varieties are con­ 
sistently better yielders 
t h a n 
others. 
V E G E T A B L E S U P P L Y 
For several weeks I have re­ 
minded you that the fresh vege­ 
table supply is ample to t a k e 
care of everyone's needs. Why 
don’t you stop at some of our 
vegetable stands along the high­ 
way and pick up your vegetables? 
They are fresh from the farm 
and of the best quality. Cook 
County vegetable growers grow 
the best vegetables in the entire 
nation. 
Housewives that are on strict 
budgets w ill find that they can 
stretch their dollars farther on 
purchasing vegetables than with 
any other items. Vegetables like­ 
wise supply nearly all of

DI TCH ELM D ISEA SE 
The attendance at the meeting 
held at Arlington high school on 
Dutch elm 
disease was 
disap­ 
pointing. Evidently most of the 
people in this northwest area do 
not care if they have a shade 
tree or not. If this is not true 
then you are willing to let some­ 
one else worry about the situa­ 
tion. 
If this is not true then 
you 
think 
there is 
no disease 
here in the area. 
All three of the above reasons 
are false. Last week there were 
13 more 
trees 
in 
Arlin g t o n 
Heights positively identified with 
this disease. 
The pattern followed here is 
the same as that followed in 
other areas. Unless we take posi­ 
tive action the results will be the 
same. Namely loss and destruc­ 


tion of our trees. 
• 
Dr. Campana said that it had 
cost the cities of Champaign and 
Urbana over one-half million dol­ 
lars to cut dowTi and destroy the 
trees infected with Dutch e I rn 
disease. Besides that it has de­ 
stroyed the beauty of the towns. 
My advice is that if we have 
to spend one-half million on our 
trees, let’s do it, but let’s spend 
it on a sanitation and spray pro­ 
gram to protect our trees. Not 
to saw them down. 


Filling 
The Silo 


Dangerous 


It s silo filling time again. Per­ 
haps that’s 
what 
homemakers 
think each time “ us guys” come I 
in from the field to eat. But with 
silo filling come many dangers, 
says O. L. Hogsett. extension safe­ 
ty specialist at the University of 
Illinois, College of Agriculture. 
Poison gases and falls are the 
greatest dangers when you clean ; 
the silo and put up 
the 
doors. 
Moving and power-driven machin­ 
ery in the field is 
the 
danger 
there. 
Shut off the field chopper I 
and the silage cutter when y o u 
grease, adjust or unclog 
these 
machines. 
Keep the power-take-off shield 
in place. Don t be foolish enough 
to step across moving belts. These 
things ^on’t

Thirsty Tree 


Shorn Its 


In Distress 


A thirsty tree that shows 
distress 
with spectacular 
scorch may need much more than 
just a long drink of water. 
Such is often the case 
w i t h 
stricken sugar maples, among our 
more popular shade trees, 
and 
landscape pets. The sugar maple 
seems particularly susceptible to 
drouth conditions and reflects this 
with the scorching of leaves 
a- 
round outside 
marginal 
areas. 
This condition is particularly no­ 
ticeable in prolonged dry and hot 
periods. 
Frequently, 
the 
situation 
is 
more complex, according to D. B. 
Magruder, field representative of 
the Davey Tree Expert co. Tree 
men may have to look for blocks 
in the tree s circulatory’ system. 
Girdling roots or mechanical in­ 
juries may contribute to circula­ 
tory troubles and to general de­ 
cline. Where drouth is a damag­ 
ing factor first aid includes deep 
watering every week or ten days 
over the entire root area, which 
means the entire surface at least 
as far out as the spread of 
the 
branches. 
Where decline has set in feed­ 
ing too is essential. Besides 
re­ 
building vitality tree feeding stim­ 
ulates the growth of a 
greater 
mass of fine rootlets which im­ 
prove the roots system’s ability 
to reach out more efficiently for 
greater amounts of soil moisture.

Late summer is one of the best 
times to renovate old lawns. If 
the job is started in August, and 
the lawn seeded by September, 
the fall growth pius the growth 
the next spring w ill produce a 
turf thick enough to keep out 
crabgrass, and make it difficult 
for* weeds to get started. 
Probably the most import a n t 
step in renovating a lawn is the 
removal of all weeds. If there 
are few weeds in the lawn, or 
if the lawn is quite small, the 
weeds can be pulled. For large 
or very weedy lawns, the chem­ 
ical w’eed killers are almost a 
necessity. 
Broadleaved 
weeds 
such 
as 
dandelions, 
plantain, 
or 
chick- 
week can be killed with 2,4-D, 
2,4,5-T or a combination of the 
two. Be sure to use these ma­ 
terials with care, as they will 
seriously 
injure 
or 
even 
kill 
broadleaved flowers, shrubs, or 
vegetables. It is best to apply 
weed killers at 
a 
time 
w’hen 
there is no wind so that there 
is no chance for the fumes to 
drift to desirable plants. 
Crabgrass can be killed with 
disodium methyl arsenate, potas­ 
sium cyanate, or certain other 
compounds specially formulated 
for this purpose. Several treat­ 
ments may be necessary. 
Undesirable perennial grasses 
such as the tall fescues, can be 
spot treated with grass killers 
such as Dowpon; however, un­ 
less the entire lawn is to be 
killed, Dowpon 
must 
be 
used 
with care as it kills bluegrass 
as w'ell as weedy grasses. 
After the weeds have b e e n 
killed, the lawn should be raked 
thoroughly to loosen the upper 
crust of soil and tear up the mat 
of dried grass. Low places in 
the 
lawn 
should 
be 
filled 
in 
with fine topsoil. 
Ten days to two weeks after 
the last weed killer treatment, 
the lawn can be fertilized, and 
grub proofing materials applied. 
Fertilizer of 10-10-10, 10-8-6, or 
sim ilar analysis should be ap­ 
plied at the rate of ten pounds 
per 1,000 square feet of lawn. 
Lead arsenate, ten pounds per 


1.000 square feet, or chlordane, 
one-quarter pound for the same 
area will control earthworms and 
grubs. Chlordane 
also controls 
ants, chiggers, and webworms. j 
Seed with a grass suited to the 
location. In Northern Uh n o i s. 
Kentucky bluegrass is probably 
the best adapted grass for lawns. 
The variety Merlon Blue is just 
as well suited, but is more ex­ 
pensive, and may be more sus-

Water immediately after roll­ 
ing, but wet only the upper inch 
of soil.

Aft­ 
er the middle of October, there 
w ill probably be sufficient mois­ 
ture in the soil so |hat w atering 
will not be required:

Arlington Needs 
Sidewalk Policy 


Sidewalks are a necessity in any community with 
densely-populated residential areas. 
Safety experts of the National Safety Council, 
American Automobile Association, and the Institute of 
Traffic Engineers as well as other professional engineer­ 
ing bodies endorse sidewalks for communities such as 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights. 
The American Association of State Highway Offi­ 
cials feels the need for adequate sidewalks for pedes­ 
trians is “obvious.” 
And practically all subdivisions and planned com­ 
munities with ordinary size lots now include sidewalks. 
Why all the emphasis on sidewalks? Primarily, 
because traffic accidents are the greatest killer of 
children of early school age. Everything possible 
should he done to separate children from vehicular 
traffic — and local records of bicycle accidents 
alone serve as mute testimony to this need. 
With such an overwhelming amount of evidence to 
support sidewalks, it is hard to understand the current 
controversy raging in Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights w here home ow ners are challenging the villages’ 
efforts to install sidewalks. 
Opposing home owners insist that sidewalks will 
mar the beauty of their lawns and that the cost involved 
mast include landscaping and driveway repair costs and 
“home devaluation,” as well as actual construction cost 
of the walks. 
These apparently strong arguments weaken, how- 
cvor, when confronted with the fact that both Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect have had sidewalk ordin­ 
ances on the hooks for a number of years. If the law 
had been rigidly enforced, there wouldn’t be a problem 
today. Pinpointing blame for these lapses on past admin­ 
istrations will not rectify the mistakes, however. Offi­ 
cials in both communities have taken the stand that the 
financial burden of installing walks must fall on the in­ 
dividual homeowner. 
This stand is the only fair solution. Owners 
who pay for sidewalks in the initial cost of their 
homes shouldn't have to pay for a neighbor’* walks. 
As to the complaint about the value of homes drop­ 
ping because a sidewalk is added, this is not an impor­ 
tant factor in densely-populated residential areas such 
as Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. Even housing 
developers have now' accepted the need for sidewalks. 
All major northwest developments in recent years, in­ 
cluding Hoffman Estates and Elk Grove Village, have 
included sidewalks among improvements. 
Village authorities in Mount Prospect have gone 
farther than those in Arlington Heights in pushing a 
sidewalk program. That village board wants walks in 
front of every home — and when voluntary compliance 
was tried and failed, they brought special assessment 
proceedings against more than 500 home owners. By in­ 
sisting on blanket installation, the board is trying to 
silence any cries of favoritism toward one neighborhood 
or another. 
The general policy of the Arlington Heights vil­ 
lage hoard is to require sidewalks near schools. But 
the specifies of the policy are difficult to pin down. 
When walks were put in near three Southside 
schools last year, the rule was to require them with­ 
in two blocks of the school*. This flat rule was a- 
handoned this year when sidewalks were proposed 
near Ridge school and Arlington high school. 
Another sample of the vague criteria: the board 
does not consider installing walks in an area until there 
is some demand from the area, although the board also 
claims it will eventually get around to all schools. 
A third weakness of the Arlington program is in 
Its survey technique. On one street the “survey” con­ 
sisted of personal observation by a village trustee or 
two while on another street the police made a pedestrian 
count. There is no uniform method of survey. 
If the pedestrian traffic along a street is to he 
the main criteria instead of a flat rule of distance- 
from-school. then the survey should he a legitimate 
one. A consistent program is needed — either a flat 
nile uniformly enforced or else usage based on an 
accurate count of juvenile and adult pedestrian 
traffic. 
If a program is worthwhile — and this onev is — 
then it should be put through quickly. The present form 
of the Arlington Heights program invites delay (witness 
the recent law suit), neighborhood dissension and gossip 
mongering. 
The adoption of reasonable uniform standards by 
the Arlington Heights village board would go far toward 
reducing the endless bickering that has accompanied the 
program for more than a year. It would also speed up 
the program and quite possibly, save a child or adult 
from death or injury.

Chicago and former National Chairman Mitchell. 


IL L IN O IS J I ST IC E , as now administrated, 
is often slow and confused. 
Sometimes there is 
litigation over the question as to w hether a law­ 
suit has been filed in the proper court. T hat is 
because the trial courts are so numerous — 
Superior, Criminal, County, Probate, Municipal, 
Justice of the Peace and so on—that it may take 
a lawsuit and a judicial finding to determine 
w hether the legal question is raised before the 
right judge. 


One of the m any bad aspects of the present 
m agistrate court system is that the m agistrate 
collects his fee only if he enters a finding of 
guilty. 
The consequence is that findings of guilt 
are pretty much the rule in m agistrate courts 
regardless. 
Another drawback is that a widow 
who must settle an estate frequently finds herself 
involved in several courts. 
In some court dis­ 
tricts. the backlog of cases is so great that it 
takes two to three years to get to trial to collect, 
say, damages suffered in an automobile accident 
through carelessness on the part of another. 


Still an o th er hindrance to justice in Il­ 
linois is th e fa rt th a t th e distribution of 
judges no longer accord* w ith the popula­ 
tion. 
W ith 
10 tim es as m any people and 
great sh ifts in population in th e interval, it is 
fan tastic th a t Illinois should still he voting on 
Suprem e co u rt judges along 
d istrict 
lines 
th a t have been handed dow n alm ost in ta c t 
for m ore th a n a cen tu ry . 


Under the Blue Ballot Judicial Amendment 
all trial courts would be consolidated into the 
Circuit court, one of which would be maintained 
continuously in every county for the convenience 
of citizens. 
Administrative authority would he 
vested in the State Suprem e court, with an ad­ 
m inistrative director and staff, and with power to 
assign 
judges to other courts or branches 
of 
courts in order to facilitate overdue trials and 
appeals.

justices, downstate Illinois needs the am endment 
for reasons already cited as well as m any others.

Between now' and November 4 every voter in 
Illinois owes it to himself—and herself—to learn 
about the Blue Ballot Judicial Amendm ent and to 
resolve to put an X in the Yes square at the polls. 
lf every voter does learn how much the trial, 
appellate and supreme courts will be improved in 
organization and administration, this m ajor re­ 
form will sweep to success in Illinois.

ty. Everybody knows th a t hav­ 
ing curb-to-house lawns is a 
suburban statu s sym bol som e­ 
thing like having wall-to-wall 
carpeting, only m ore im port­ 
ant since it is out of doors 
w here everybody can notice it. 
In my m ind’s eye I could see 
a nasty ribbon of concrete c u t­ 
ting through the green of the 
block.

The m eeting broke up in wild 
confusion brought on by the 
u tte r inability of all present to 
m ake sense out of the ordin­ 
ances. I went home and baw l­ 
ed out my wife, kicked a t the 
neighbor’s dog, 
and 
after 
a 
brief dinner hurried off to the 
first m eeting of the com m ittee. 
T here I represented the pro­ 
sidewalk faction, which m eant 
everytim e I said anything I 
w as listened to. Then the dis­ 
cussion went on as before. 
O th er m eetings w ere held on 
curbs and porches, in living 
rooms and rum pus rooms. 
A 
score 
of 
debating 
citizens 
stom ped around my yard one 
night. 
They 
got 
into 
m y 
wife’s flower beds, used up all 
m y ice. littered the place with 
cigarette butts, and produced 
no plan of action. 
One soli­ 
tary woman stood nervously on 
the side lines. 
"It s the women th at are re­ 
sponsible for the mess,” tru m ­ 
peted one man. “If the m oth­ 
ers who drove their children to 
school would only w atch where 
th ey ’re going, we wouldn’t need 
any sidewalks for the other 
kids to w alk on. But you can’t 
expect a wom an to drive much 
b e tter.” 
The one lady present clear­ 
ed her voice several times and 
seemed about to speak. Instead 
she 
contented 
herself 
with 
picking most of the leaves off 
the privet she was lurking be­ 
hind. 
There was a hearing at the 
village hall at which the vil­ 
lage board learned they w ere 
gouging, 
heartless, 
crooked, 
myopic no-goods. They learned 
this over and over until around 
tw o in the morning, at which 
tim e they storm ed home for a 
few restless hours in bed be­ 
fore catching their trains to the 
city. 
Both 
the 
m ayor 
and 
board m em bers hold down full­ 
tim e jobs and govern our vil­ 
lage in w hat passes for their 
leisure moments. 
T he following Sunday one of 
th e board m em bers was com ­ 
ing out of church when he was 
mobbed by m em bers of the con­ 
gregation. 
“W hat's this about your be­ 
ing in favor of sidew alks?" ev­ 
erybody w anted to know. 
He blanched, but refused to 
w ither. The village had m ade 
a traffic count, and there w ere 
too m any children walking in 
the street w here there were too 
m any cars. 
Yes. one of the 
police 
officers 
had 
counted 
each youngster and each car. 
Yes. the sidewalks w ere neces­ 
sary. 
No, I ’m not trying to 
m ake 
you pay your way into 
the poorhouse. 
No. 
I didn’t 
know 
you voted for 
me. 
I ’m 
sorry you feel th at w ay about 
voting for me again. 
Out of the confusion em erg­ 
ed a neighborhood association 
devoted to the preservation of 
the 
pristine 
greens 
and 
the 
balking of the village au th o r­ 
ities. At its head was the m an 
w ho had m istakenly gone to 
find a copy of the ordinances. 
I discovered th at I was chair­ 
m an of the pro-sidewalk com ­ 
m ittee, which started out by 
representing l l property own­ 
ers am ong the several hundred 
directly 
involved. 
Because 
there was a school teacher, an 
engineer, and a law yer am ong 
us. we w ere insulted by being 
n a m e d 
eggheads” 
a n d 
“squares.” We were plainly out 
of step with the great crusade 
against the th reat to the idyllic 
beauty of our town. We m ight 
have been 
happy to restore 
peace and quiet by capitulat­ 
ing. but unfortunately we had 
consulted experts at* the N a­ 
tional Safety Council. 
They 
had been dismayed at the tra f­ 
fic hazard our com m unity pos­ 


ed for its children. 
^ "You re 
just lucky you haven't had a 
fatal accident,” we w ere told. 
Armed w ith all sorts of tech­ 
nical studies, we rode fearless­ 
ly into the fray. 
The town 
new spaper volleyed and th u n d ­ 
ered, shooting at first one side 
and then the other. One day, 
children 
paraded 
down 
our 
street with little placards. “W e 
don’t 
w a n t 
sidewalks,’’ 
the 
signs read. 
On Ju ly 2 somebody placed 
illegal fire crackers in the mail 
box of the chairm an of the 
anti-sidewalk 
forces and 
set 
off an explosion noiser than a 
sonic boom, judging from its 
repercussions. In the evenings 
crew s 
of 
m en 
and 
women 
roam ed up and down the vil­ 
lage’s 
shaded 
streets 
and 
tram pled the neglected law ns 
th at m any of them w ere de­ 
fending so zealously. T hey c a r­ 
ried petitions; hardly anybody 
for mijes around missed being 
asked to put his nam e on a t 
least one solemnly w ritten doc­ 
um ent. 
* Some signed two or 
th ree!. W hen tw o rival groups 
collided on the street, heated 
words w ere exchanged. At least 
tw o scuffles broke out. 
P roperty owners signed up 
even in rem ote sections of the 
village. 
They w ere convinced 
th a t they too would either be 
forced 
to 
put 
in 
sidewalks 
or would, on the other hand, 
be prevented from doing so. 
H undreds paid ten dollars a 
head to join the association 
fighting the walks. 
“Going sidewalking,” becam e 
an expression much in vogue 
as Ju ly ’s tem peratures rose 
It. 
m eant a lot of things. It m eant 
bolstering your w avering allies 
down in the next block w ho’d 
had their ash cans dumped ov­ 
er during the preceding night. 
It m eant consulting w ith the 
rival chairm an on how to get 
the dispute back on a friendly 
footing. 
It 
m eant 
attending 
m eetings at the village hall, 
arguing w ith the 
opposition, 
and badgering the hoard m em ­ 
bers. 
It m eant painting plac­ 
ards and counting cars and 
flaying the P.T.A. for not ta k ­ 
ing a stand and criticizing the 
school board, which saw in the 
huggerm ugger a th reat to a 
forthcom ing 
bond 
issue. 
It 
m eant 
phoning 
friends 
and 
foes and village board m em ­ 
bers and. above all, the m ayor. 
Finally, in despair, the m ayor 
fled town on vacation. 
All forces converged on th e 
village hall one evening. A n o t­ 
ed big city law yer had been re ­ 
tained by the anti-sidewalk as­ 
sociation to present its case. 
which he did w ith clean, legal 
logic. This, of course, proved 
the undoing of the anti-side­ 
w alk element. 
Against 
him, 
o ur com m ittee of “eggheads” 
pitted a mother, who -vividly 
described the near accident she 
had seen near a school. 
The 
anti-sidewalk 
people 
shouted 
and booed as if they w ere at a 
baseball game, but m ade little 
headw ay against our collection 
of jaunty placards and a flip­ 
flop. 
The board d e a rly saw 
that the m ajority of the com ­ 
m unity’s voters now w anted 
sidewalks. They expressed s a t­ 
isfaction that their judgm ent 
had 
been 
right 
in the first, 
place, and unanim ously voted 
th a t the w alks be put in. 
Today, children w alk to and 
from Hie schools and parks on 
new sidewalks, and are pre­ 
sum ably safer than when the 
lawns were larger. Most of the 
ravage done to our greenery 
has been covered by a new 
crop of grass, and a new com er 
to our town would be hard p u t 
to find any evidence of our 
com m unity feud during the dog 
days of last July. 
But even to this day all is 
not as before. O netim e friends 
no longer speak to one another. 
M others whose children w alk 
to school are not very happy 
w ith m others who drive their 
children to school. R ecently a 
pro-sidewalk 
man. 
collecting 
funds for the Boy Scouts, rang 
the doorbell of an anti-side- 
w alk man. 
“Say. I won’t give to any 
cause you support.” said the 
aroused 
householder. 
“You 
people w anted sidewalks." 
“ But your own son is in the 
Scouts. 
W h a t’s 
more, 
the 
Scouts had nothing to do w ith 
the sidewalks,” protested the 
fund-raiser. 
“He's not in the Scouts any 
longer!" said the m an grimly. 
The C ancer Fund drive col­ 
lided 
with 
sim ilar prejudice. 
C ancer it seems has som ething 
to do w ith sidewalks. Moreover, 
notice is 
hereby 
served 
on 
D em ocrats 
and 
Republicans 
alike. 
C andidates for gover­
